Hostile Mountain Tribes That Prevent the 
Kxpio ration of Territory That the Span¬ 
ish; Discovered Over Three Hundred 
Tears Ago—Persistent Mr. Woodford. 


HEROfrSM IN MINES. 


A feiv years ago the English and the 
Gfermahs divided the beautiful group of 
the Solomon islands between themselves 
and th§n looted around to see if their 
new acquisition was really worth any¬ 
thing. They decided that the island.s 
were lovely to the eye and good enough 
to keep, hut that the natives were the 
wildest and most untamable savages! 
they had ever met. It was all a man’s j 
life was worth to venture among them. 
A gunhoqt or two have been kept in the 
neighborhood of late years, but these 
havenotprevented the head hunters and 
cannibals from lopping; off a white 
man’s head on every convenient occa¬ 
sion. 

The scene of the latest native exploit 
is the large island of Guadalcan ar. Sev¬ 
eral members of an Austrian scientific 
expedition, while climbing the moun¬ 
tain known as: the Lion’s Head early in 
August, 1896, were attacked by the 
bushmen or island natives.

is the daily Hovoye Vremya, or The 
Hew Times, of St. Petersburg. 

Oue of tho illustrated St. Petersburg 
weeklies is called The Heva, after the 
river which flows through that capital, 
and two weekly newspapers longest es¬ 
tablished in the city of Moscow are The 
Boudilnik and The Krougozor, other¬ 
wise The Alarmer and The .Horizon. 
For some reason which is not very clear 
the. word “wiedomosti,” meaning 
“news,” is popular as a newspaper de¬ 
signation in the city of Moscow. There 
are four daily newspapers in Moscow 
having this title—The Russian Hews, 
Modern Hews, Moscow Hews ^nd Qld 
Hews. The Old Hews is maintained for 
the repuhlicatiomof articles from other 
newspapers. There are perhaps some 
newspapers ip the United States worthy 
of being called The Old Hews, but it is 
certain that there is no newspaper in 
the United States which formally and 
voluntarily would assume that title. 

The official newspaper of Warsaw is 
the Warsaw Pqlice Gazette, and the 
word “gazette” (gazeta) is as popular 
with Warsaw editors as the word 
“news” is in Moscow. There are the 
Warsaw Police Gazette, the Warsaw 
Polish Gazette, the Warsaw Gazette, 
the Warsaw German Gazette and the 
Warsaw Gazette Courier. The Gazette. 
Courier makes a specialty of telegraphic 
information, and is not therefore prop¬ 
erly speaking a gazette courier, whose, 
title comes from the days of mailcoaches 
and newspaper deliveries by messen¬ 
gers on horseback—Hew York Sun.

Sixty Thousand Seeds to tlie Plant. 

The common purslane is one of the 
wonders of botany, as far as seeds are 
concerned at least. A single seed of this 
plant will produce abouE 20'"seed pods 
in "a season. The average number of 
seeds in each of these, by actual count, 
is 6,000, making 60,000 in all. As far 
as we have been able to learn there is 
no instance of similar fruitfulness in 
any plant found growing in this coun¬ 
try.
